INTRODUCTION 


Why have I collected, annotated, and had microfilmed these letters? For at least two 
reasons: (1) they constitute an integral component of my life and contain much 
biographical and genealogical information, (2) they constitute, collectively, a historical 
document that is infri ..ally interesting. 

In preparing these letters for microfilming, many joys, pains, triumphs, and difficulties 
have been re-lived. At the same time, I have arrived at a curious sense of control over my 
life for the period 1958-1982. Organize one's epistolary past, and one organizes his life 
for the period in question. As I re-read many of these letters, I had the clear impression 
that new possibilities, founded on past experiences, were emerging. 

I have included all of the letters that were originally saved, over the years. "Difficult" or 
embarrassing letters from long age h e not been destroyed. For better or for worse, here 
is my epistolary past, for the period 19o3-1982 

The organization of these letters for microfilming has taken a lot of time. Major 
organizational campaigns were mounted in 1983, 1992, and 1999. These letters are 
arranged, to the best of my ability', in chronological order. In some instances, educated 
guesses have been made on my part on the year in which a letter was received. The 
envelopes of many of the letters are shown following the letters. Some envelopes are 
missing. Many of these letters were Xeroxed before microfilming in order to produce the 
most readable copy for the camera. In many cases, information in brackets is given on a 
letter. I have added that information in an effort to clarify the relationship between me 
and the writer of a given letter or to explain the circumstances surrounding a letter.

One of the most successful lo^. 
Christmas bird censuses in sev 
eral years was conducted on Dec 
28 by the Scranton Bird Club in 
conjunction with the National 
Audubon Society’s 58th annual 
count when 36 different species 
and 1,995 individual birds were ob¬ 
served. Mrs. Francis H. Coffin, 
president emeritus of the Scran¬ 
ton group, was census chairman. 

Participating in the dawn to 
dusk count were 22 observers di¬ 
vided into 12 separate parties. 
Specific areas in a circle with a 
radius of seven and one-half miles 
and having its center at the 
Clarks Summit State Hospital 
were assigned to each party. This 
is the same territory used previ¬ 
ously for Christmas counts. 

The species and number of each 
seen were: American merganser, 
nine; black duck, 320; goldeneye 
duck, five; canvasback duck, one; 
rfiallard duck one; sparrow hawk, 
2; red-tailed hawk, one; pheasant, 
four; ruffled grouse, three; 
mourning dove, five, downy 
woodpecker, 35; haiiy woodpeck¬ 
er nine; piieated woodpecker, 1; 
black-capped chickadee, 118, 
tufted titmouse, seven; pine sis¬ 
kin, 8; white-breasted nuthath.20. 

Robin, 2; cardinal, 51; blue jay, 
31; evening grosbeak, 20; belted 
kingfisher, one; cedar waxwing, 
37; Winter wren; 3, goldfinch, 87; 
slate-colored junco, 38; 'rusty 
blackbird, three; brown creeper, 
7; golden-crowned kinglet, one;

NO MORE FLYING TIPPLERS ? 

Picking up our daily newspaper the other night, we were stunned to see a 
heading which read: "Ban Asked on Flying Tipplers". Our fir3t thought wa3 
that one of our favorite birds was doomed. However, it turned out that Sam 
Rayburn, Speaker of the House of Representatives, was asking for legisla— 
tion that would prohibit the sale of alcoholic beverages on airliners. 
Seems that on a recent flight, Sam had as a seat companion a very noisy 
drunk who gave him a rough time, so he wants the "flying Tippler" bani¬ 
shed from all future flights. 

CITY PIGEONS 


Here's an article on street pigeons by Olga Burns, a newspaper columnist, 
that might be of interest to you. Miss Burns says, "Would the pigeons of 
our cities disappear if people were to stop feeding them ?" Since some 
people consider them a nuisance and have passed laws forbidding their feed¬ 
ing, there are evidently a good many people who think so. The truth of the 
matter, however, is the pigeons will not be likely to leave. The reason is 
that a modern city of steel and concrete is almost perfectly designed to 
suit the requirements of this bird. The pigeon finds our cities equal, if 
not superior, to his ancestral dwelling places. Our pigeon is actually the 
Rock Dove, so named because he originally lived on cliffs and rocky places. 
And since our towns today are generally free of hawks and other birds of 
prey which bothered their ancestors, it is safe to say that never in his¬ 
tory have the pigeons had it so good. But wouldn’t the situation be 
changed if policemen halted hand-outs of bread, cracked corn and peanuts ? 
The history of these bird3 shows that it wouldn't. 

In such cases the pigeons would simply fly to the outskirts, the nearest 
farms and ranches, and get their food there. The flight problem is no¬ 
thing for a pigeon. Since racing pigeons with speeds up to 60 miles an 
hour have been developed from the Rock Dove, it is obvious that the basic 
stock must have outstanding flying ability. The pigeons would fly to the 
nearest suitable fields, spend the day feeding, and then return to the 
cities. Would the street pigeon eventually take up residence in the 
country ? That possibility is out. Most places suitable for nesting in 
the country are over-populated now and there wouldn't be room for the 
millions of city pigeons." 

Ed. Note: If the pigeons were denied their daily hand-outs and 
had to travel great distances and spend many hours in search of food, 
would it eventually cause a decrease in the fantastic number of pigeons 
now inhabiting our towns and cities ? We would enjoy your comments on 
this question.

According to our records, 
the nearest dealer is J. F. Bush, Nicholson, Pennsylvania. I am 
certain our dealer there will be very happy to help you with any 
needs you might have in the way of Pigeon Checkers. 

It is never wise to make a drastic change in the feeding program in 
the middle of the breeding season, although we would recommend a 
gradual change to Checkers during the breeding season. The change 
should be made by gradually increasing the Checkers until, after a 
period of ten days to two weeks, they are receiving only Checkers. 

The advantages of the Checkers over grain are quite obvious when 
you realize that the major contribution of grain is energy in the 
form of carbohydrates plus a limited amount of amino acids which 
are actually not balanced for the bird's needs and certain minerals 
and low levels of some of the vitamins. 

The Checkers can be fed to any type of pigeon because, according to 
the information we have been able to review, the nutrient require¬ 
ments for the various types of birds is very much the same. Of 
course, this doesn't mean that there are not differing requirements 
for birds that are racing as compared with those that are being 
raised for meat, and our program recognizes these differences and 
makes recommendations to comply.
